County Gets $18,309 
Snowfall’? Payment 


Forty-eight of Michigan’s 88 
counties recorded more than 80 
inches of snow during the 1978- 
79 winter, qualifying them for 
annual snow-removal assistan- 
ce payments from state gas and 
weight taxes. 

According to the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT), Crawford County with 
$8 inches of snowfall qualified 
for a $18,309 payment. 

The MDOT reports that the 48 
counties will share $2,014,582, 
compared to $1,980,289 paid a 


year ago to 45 qualifying coun- 
ties. 

Amount of payments is deter- 
mined by a formula established 
by the Legislature, based on ac- 
cumulated snowfall depth and 
the number of miles of county 
roads. 

Neighboring counties, their 
snowfall, and the amount of 
payment received include 
Kalkaska, 130 inches, $60,486; 
Roscommon, 80 inches, $486 and 
Otsego, 126 inches, $57,267.

Chamber Cautiously Optimistic 
About New Industry Here 


By Joe Schrader 

Cautious optimism was the 
tone Chamber of Commerce 
President Bill Bonkowski ex- 
pressed when he announced 
that a major U.S. industry was 
considering Grayling as the site 
for construction of a multi- 
million dollar manufacturing 
facility. The announcement 
came at last Thursday’s mon- 
thly board meeting at the Hotel 
Shoppenagon. 

Bonkowski was unable to 
reveal the identity of the manu- 
facturing concern but indicated 
company representatives had 
visited Grayling early in the 
week to meet with a group of 
key community officials and 
governmental representatives. 


If built here, the plant is ex- 
pected to employ about 150 
people plus another 125 in 
related area occupations. 
Bonkowski and Walt Nowak, 
Chamber Director, indicated 
the company has been con- 
sidering construction sites for 
some time now and the decision 
had been narrowed down to the 
Grayling area along with 
another ina nearby state. 

Bonkowski said a final 
decision on site selection is ex- 
pected ‘within the next 2-3 
weeks.”’ 

Featured speakers at the 
Thursday meeting included Jim 
Magyer, Easter Seal Society 
Regional Director and James 
Houck of the Michigan Depart- 


ment of Labor. 

Magyer, here preparing for 
this weekend’s Easter Seal 
Pledge Sno-Fari, outlined the 
history of the Easter Seal 
Society and its work on behalf of 
handicapped children and 
adults throughout Michigan. 
Magyer said the direct services 
program of the Society concer- 
ns itself with purchase and care 
of equipment for the handicap- 


ped while the state-wide 
resident camp program 
provides five, 12-day camp 


periods for the handicapped 
ages six through sixty. Utilizing 
leased property now, Magyer 
indicated the Society is con- 
sidering purchase of land for

Swamp Tax Check Arrives, 


County

The 1980 fitancial picture fer 
Crawford County brightened 
Singificatnly last week when 
commissioners were informed 
by Treasurer Joe Wakeley that 
his office had received a Swamp 
Tax revenue check in the 
amount of $62,198, Com- 
missioners had all but written 
off receipt of the revenue and its 
arrival will aid in reducing the 
$118,000 deficit the county faced 
at year’s end. 


Wakeley explained the 
revenue represented a retro- 
active payment that was an- 
ticipated and budgeted for 1979 
but never received. Com- 
missioners passed a motion at 
last week’s regular meeting to 
apply the payment to the 1979 
deficit, thus reducing it im- 
mediately to about $56,000. 

When preparing the 1980 bud- 
get, the county had already 
built in a plan to lop some

$55,000 from the deficit and if 
that is adhered to, com- 
missioners may well be using 
black instead of red ink in their 
pens a year from now. 

Wakeley said the payment 
represents the difference bet- 
ween 60 cents and $1.50 per 
acre, or 90 cents, and was 
prompted by a supplemental 
bill passed by the legislature 
late in December authorizing 
release of the funds.

College. 

Michael Delp’s reading in 
Gaylord will take place at 
Apollo Schultz Bookseller in the 
Swiss Village Mall on Main 
Street across from the Otsego 
County Building, beginning at 
7:30 p.m. 

The Gaylord Area Council for 
the Arts will sponsor a recep- 
tion in the mall following the 
reading.

Delp will read mostly from 
his new work. He was born in 
1948 in Greenville, Mi., a small 
town northeast of Grand 
Rapids, and was graduated 
from Alma College in 1971.

Galatians 6:6-9 


Everything reproduces after 
it’s own kind. This is one of the 
first laws concerning all 
reproduction in the Bible. Most 
of us do not question this prin- 
ciple in the field of biology, but 
what about the field of faith? 

1, The first step in applying 
the principle of sowing and 
reaping in our spiritual lives is 
to give full support to the 
teacher of God’s Word who does 
the most effective job of sowing 
Bible truth. “Let him that is 
taught in the word com- 
municate unto him _ that 
teacheth in all good things.” 
Gal. 6:6. You have a moral 
responsibility to support God’s 
man who can teach you the 
most Bible. Many people think 
this verse speaks of finances, 
but in reality it speaks of ‘all 

‘good things.” It means prayer 
support; it means support in at- 
tendance; if means support by 
encouragement; it means put- 
ting everything you are in sup- 
port of ministering God’s Word 
effectively. 

2. The second step in sowing 
and reaping in our spiritual 
lives tells us we shall later reap 
what we are sowing now. You 
may ignore what your pastor or 
church stands for, but you will 
still reap the support you give.

problems—mismanagement and lack of 
revenue—to the surface more quickly,”’

Commented a strong school supporter:

THE EXPERIENCE in Saco points up 
the only true way to cut taxes, and that’s 
by reducing services. There’s no other 
magic formula, ne matter what political 
candidates or office holders might in- 
dicate. 

Cutting services’ always _ hurts 
somebody; it’s not a popular thing to do. 

As tax limitations are argued during 
this election year, it might be well to keep 
in mind the sad experience of the people 
in Saco, Maine.

On last year’s Crawford 
AuSable Community Survey 
two things became very ap- 
parent. First, this community 


_ considers its schools to be a 


very important part of what this 
community is about. Proof of 
this is that 96% of the people 
who received surveys respon- 
ded. The second point was that 
improving basic reading and 
math skills was the top priority 
in the opinion of almost 
everyone Surveyed. 

I bring this up only because 
Title I and Article 3 are 
designed to help us achieve that 
priority. In the past several 
weeks, we have looked at the 
different programs provided to 
our children through Title I and 
Article 3 money. This week 
we're going to look at the 
Parent Advisory Council. This 
is a chance for parents and 
community members to help us 
attain this community’s top 
priority for its schools. 

The Parent Advisory Council 
will be composed of parents of 
children who are preschool to 
high school age. The majority of 
the members must be parents 
of children who are presently 
receiving, or have recently 
received, Title 1 and/or Article 
3 services. Other parents whose 
children have not received 
program services are also 
eligible. 

The duties of the council wil} 
be to become familiar with Title 
I and Article 3 programs in our 
district, preschool through high 
school. They will review the 
programs as parents in order to 
give a parent’s point of view of 
the program.

News of Good 
Things Growing... 


Eggs over easy are just that- 
easy to prepare, but let’s get 
this excellent source of protein 
out of the frying pan into some 
easy and exotic egg dishes. 

Good things growing in 
Michigan include about 1.5 
billion eggs produced each year 
by our state’s 6.4 million hens, 
according to the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture. 

The incredible, edible egg 
makes a great breakfast and is 
also great for luncheon dishes, 
sandwiches, salads, or com- 
bined with other foods for din- 
ner specialities, such as eggs 
and Asparagus au gratin and 
Eggs Boulangere. 

To prepare Eggs and Aspar- 
agus au gratin, arrange a layer 
of cooked asparagus in a baking 
dish, Top with a layer of sliced 
hard boiled eggs and your 
favorite cheese sauce. Sprinkle 
with shredded cheddar cheese 
and crumbs. Bake until bubbly 
and golden in a 350 degree oven. 

Eggs Boulangere, which 
sounds intriguing, is an unusual 
egg and potato dish. Peel and 
thinly slice three large 
potatoes, then saute in four 
tablespoons of butter until ten- 
der and nicely browned, about 
20 minutes. Season with a dash 
of nutmeg, salt and pepper. 

Butter a shallow baking dish. 
Spread potatoes over bottom. 
Sprinkle with one-third cup 

grated Cheddar cheese. Break 
six eggs over potatoes, leaving 
space between each. Season 
with salt and pepper and drib- 
ble one-half cup cream over top, 
Bake uncovered at 375 degrees 
for 10 to 12 minutes. 

Fresh Michigaa eggs are an 
excellent food buy. Two large 
eggs equal four ounces of meat 
nutritionally and a dozen eggs 
cost less than a dollar. 

Michigan eggs are quality 
graded in accordance with 
federal-state laws. Grade AA, 
extra fancy, and Grade A have 
thick whites and firm yolks 
which are excellent for frying 
and poaching, where appearan- 
ce is important. Grade B eggs 
have less thick whites and yolks 
may be somewhat flattened but 
they are good for general 
cooking and baking.

Crawford County to Receive 
$200,321 in Gas Tax Revenues 


Crawford County’s share of 
the state gas and weight tax 
revenues amounts to $200,321 
for the last quarter of 1979, ac- 
cording to a published report 
from the Michigan Department 
of Transportation issued last 
week. The City of Grayling will 
receive $12,651. Both figures are 
up from a year ago but the in- 
crease is not the result of in- 
creased gasoline consumption 
but rather a twou-cent-a-gallon 
tax increase that went into ef- 
fect January 1, 1979, the report 
shows. 

Gas tax revenues in the final 
quarter of 1979 totaled 
$118,991,284, up by $12,980,076 
from the last three months of 
1978. However the 10.7% in- 
crease was a result of the tax 
increase and not an increase in 
sales. Had consumption held 
steady, the report says, 
revenues would have climbed 
by 22 percent. 

Weight tax (license plate) 
fees in the last quarter yielded

Gasoline sales for the last 
three months of 1979 totalled 
1,075,961,572 gallons, a decline 
of 140 million galtons from the 
same period a year earlier. 
Lighter weight autos, more ef- 
ficient engines and a decline in 
highway travel all contributed 
to the decrease. 

All the highway user tax 
revenues went into the Michi- 
gan ‘Transportation Fund, 
together with interest earnings 
of $2,911,247 and miscellaneous 
revenues totaling $3,055,496. 

Other surrounding counties 
and cities and their shares of 
the revenues include: Kalkaska 


County ($241,009) and city 
($12,158); Otsego County 
($245,209), city of Gaylord 


($18,151); Roscommon County 
($252,413), city of Roscommon 
($6,079). 

Together, the state, counties 
and municipalities maintain 
more than 116,000 miles of 
highways, roads and streets.

I arn making this observation 
strictly as a private citizen of 
Crawford County. I invite and 
welcome responsive comments 
by my fellow citizens in this 
community. 

Prior to June 28, 1979 Craw- 
ford County Treasurer Joseph 
Wakeley made a_ public 
pronouncement that for 1979 the 
Crawford County budget of 
$1 ,593,333.00 was in the red by 
as much as $400,000.00 (Avalan- 
che 6/28/79). Those people with 
any knowledge about the 
operation of the county govern- 
ment privately. questioned that 
pronouncement at the time. The 
one group most responsible for 
ascertaining the accuracy of 
Mr. Wakeley’s projections—the 
County Board of Com- 
missioners—failed to do so. The 
Board simply went along and 
from early on began to foster 
and even promote Mr. 
Wakeley’s projections and their 
dire consequences for the 
community. 

-On February 12, 1980 Mr. 
Wakeley and fhe Board finally 
arrived at the truth of the mat- 
ter~the bottom line-which is 
that for the 1979 budgetory year 
out of a $1,593,333. budget the 
deficit is a comparitively incon- 
sequential $1,700.00; roughly 


_1/J0th of one percent of the total 


budget...Mr...Wakeley. and the 
Board had it wrong by 
$398,300,00,, Upon learning that 
the deficit had disappeared, the 
Board was quoted as being, 
“elated with the surprise back 
payment’’. I can understand the 
elation-but not the surprise. 
When has the state not paid 
swamp tax revenues to this 
county?. 

As a result of Mr. Wakeley’s 
error in judgment and the 
panicked fashion in which it 
was announced to the public 
and adopted hook, line and 
sinker by the Board, this com- 
munity has been treated to all of 
the following which seems to 
have been totally unnecessary: 
Reduction in police protection, 
the expense of a special millage 
election, needless loss of em- 
ployment for several county 
residents, destruction of morale 
and loss of operational efficien- 
cy in virtually every depar- 
tment of county government 
and a whole lot of public con- 
fusion and concern over the 
stability of county finances. 

In my opinion Mr. Wakeley 
needlessly panicked in May of 
1979 and recklessly spread a 
non-existent crisis on the nublic 
record. The Board, under the 
leadership of Chairman Mattis 
and Vice Chairman Bonkowski, 
abrogated its responsibility to 
discover the truth of the matter 
and to provide a sense of 
positive and reasoned direction. 
The result has been eight mon- 
ths of local upheaval, bad press 
and detrimenta! activity, the 
end of which I predict is not yet 
in sight. 

Fortunately, this is an elec- 
{ion year and the citizens of this 
county will have an opportunity 
to question both Mr. Wakeley 
and the members of the Board 
about their handling of what has 
turned out to be a non-existent 
financial crisis.

Total Arbitrator’s Bill: 
$1,307.93. The City paid half- 
$653.96. 

Now, take $653.96, and add to 
that the cost of an attorney to 
both prepare the case, and 
present it at the hearing, at the 
going rate of $50.00 an hour. Be 
very conservative. Estimate 
only eight attorney hours at 
$50.00, for a total of $400.00. By 
my arithmetic $653.96 and 
$400.00 add up to $1,053.96. 

I estimated $1,000.00, Mr, 
Nauss said $500.00. Seeing as 
these figures were taken from a 
1978 invoice, I still maintain I’m 
in the ballpark.

I would like to apprise your 
readers of our petition drive to 
repeal the Single Business Tax 
and to reduce the Personal In- 
come Tax. 

We have thousands of peti- 
tions out, but we need 229,000 
signatures by mid-May to put 
this proposal on the November, 
1980 ballot. 

The proposal will repeal the 
Single Business Tax outright, 
will forbid the reintroduction of 


either the inventory tax or the . 


franchise tax, and will replace 
it with the old corporate income 
tax at a 10% rate with a $50,000 
deduction of these profits. Only 
corporations will pay, as 
before, and only those that have 
profits of $50,000 or more. The 
$50,000 will be indexed to rise 
with inflation. 

The proposal will also cut the 
personal income tax to 4.4% 
immediately, to 4.2% in 1984 
and to 4% in 1986. It will raise 
the personal exemption to $1,800 
and will index this to rise with 
inflation. Further, all 
retirement income will be ban- 
ned from taxation by the State 
of Michigan.

Local units of government in 
Michigan’s lower peninsula 
received payments of $562,653 
in 1979 resulting from activities 
occurring on Huron-Manistee 
National Forests’ lands. 

Crawford County’s share of 
the revenue distribution 
amounted to a total of $30,800 on 
46,329 net forest acres accor- 
ding to a report released by the 
US. Department of Agricul- 
ture-Forest Service. 

These payments are a com- 
bination of 25% of the Forests’ 
receipts from timber sales, 
special use permits, recreation 
fees, and mineral leases, plus 
added “payments in lieu of 
taxes” for counties under 
Public Law 94-565. These pay- 
ments averaged $0.61 per acres 
for the 924,533 net acres with 
total payments to all Michigan 
counties amounting to 
$2,376,799. 

The Huron-Manistee National 
Forests are “working forests” 
with an annual budget of $6 
million. They maintain 550 
miles of roads, 75 miles of snow- 
mobile trails, provide wildfire 
protection for 1 million acres, 
and sell more than 70 million 
board feet of timber each year. 
More than $364,000 was spent on 
wildlife habitat management 
last year. An _ estimated 
2,378,000 visitor days were spent
